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Clent application requests a new playlist after a specified amount of 
time upon providing user feedback 
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Server returns a new playlist file and ploylist's URL 
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Client Application calls a SWITCH API on the player engine and 
passes to it the playlist URL to request streaming from the new playlist 
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Player engine sends an RTSP SET_PARAMETER message to the streaming 
module, the message including the URL, optional media clip index, and 
an indication of activation time 
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Streaming module returns the NPT value at which the switch to 
streaming from the new media source will occur

(57) Abstract: A scheme for retrieving digital 
multimedia content from a network node. An RTSP 
SET_PARAMETER message is provided to the network 
node by a client application executing on a digital 
multimedia device, wherein the message contains at 
least one of a playlist identifier, a media clip index 
and an indication of an activation time. Responsive to 
the message, content from a particular content source 
identified by the playlist identifier, the media clip index, 
or both, is streamed to the digital multimedia device at 
a time determined responsive to the activation time. 
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
